REMARKS

Claim 1 will be amended upon entry of the present amendment to include features recited 
in original claim 3. Claims 2, 4, and 5 are dependent on amended claim 1, and recite further 
features with respect to amended claim 1 . 



Re jection o f Claims Under §102 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Ishizu et al.(U.S. 
5,475,710, Ishizu). The applicant respectfully traverses. 

Claim 1 will be amended upon entry of the present amendment to include features recited 
in original claim 3 to obviate the rejection.
